|, Although the court frequently has ruled 
em the various features of this question it 
The 4 was written by Justice Dunn. 
Justices Cartwright and Hand dissented, but 
their opinion hae not been filed. 


The decision was given in a case brought 


by the Catholic residents of Winchester, 
Scott county, to prevent daily religious exer- 
cises in the schools of that district. In the 


‘lower court they were refused a writ of man- 
éamus, but the Supreme court reverses the 
‘ower court. The petition set up that the 
‘pupils were required each day to hear read 
‘portions from the King James version of the 
| bible, that they recited the King James ver- 


sion of the Lord’s prayer, and that they sang 
sacred hymns, one of which was mentioned— 
“ Grace Enough for Me.” 


Religious Liberty Violated. 

“The exercises mentioned,” the court 
gays, “constitute worship. They are the 
ordinary forme of worship usually practiced 
by Protestant Christian denominations. 
Their compulsory performance would be a 
violation of the constitutional guaranty of 
the free exercise and enjoyment of religious 
profession and worship. One does not enjoy 
the free exercise of religious worship who is 
compelled to join im any form of religious 
worship. 

“If these exercises of reading the Bible, 
joining in prayer, and the singing of hymns 
were performed in a church there would be 
no doubt of their religious character, and 
thet character is not changed by the place 
of their performance. [If the petitioner's 
children are required to join in the acts of 
worship, as alleged in the petition, against 
their consent and against the wishes of their 
parents, they are deprived of the freedom of 
religious worship guaranteed to them by the 
constitution. 

“ The wrong arises not out of the partic- 


in any form of worship. The trée He ag 


of religious worship includes freedom not to 
worship. 


All Sects Equal in Law. 

* Tt ie not a question to be determined by a 
court in a country of religious freedom what 
religion or what sect is right. That is not a 
fudicia] question. All stand equal before the 
law—the Protestant, the Catholic, the Mo- 
hammedan, and Jew; the Mormon, the free 
thinxer,’ the atheist. : 

“Whatever may be the view of the ma- 
jority of the people, the court hag no right 
and the majority has no right to enforce that 
view upon the minority, however small. It 
is precisely for the protection of the minority 
that constitutional Hmitations exist. Major- 
ities need no such protection; they can take 
care of themselves, 

“The reading of the Bible in schoo) is in- 
struction. Religious instruction may not be 
the object of such reading, but whether it is 
so or not, religious Inetruction is accom- 
plished by it. The Bible hes its place in the 
school, if it is read there eat all, as the living 

word of God, entitled to honor and reverence. 
Its words are entitled to be received as 
authoritative and final. Thereading or hear- 
ing of such words cannot fail to impress 
deeply the pupile minds. It le intended and 
ought to so impress them. 


Instructed if They Hear. 

“They cannot® hear the scriptures read 
without being instructed as to the divinity 
of Jesus Christ, the trinity, the resurrection, 
baptism, prelesiination, a future state of 
punishments and rewards, the authority of 
the priesthood, the obligation and effect of 
the sacramenta, and many other doctrines 
about which the various secte do not agree. 

“Granting that instruction on these sub. 
jects ip desirable, yet the sects do not agree 
on what inetruction shall be given. Any 
instruction on any one of the eubjects is neo- 
essarily sectarian, because, while it may he 


. consistent with the doctrines of one of many 


of the sects, it will be inconsistent with the 
doctrine of one or more of them.

Chicago’s Hands Freed by IIli- 
nois Supreme Court. 


IT MAY USE TRACTION FUND. 


Obstacles in Rarsaloux Suit Swept 
Away; Pians Proceed. 


Chicago’s hands were freed yesterday by 
two Illinois Supreme court décisions of the 
legal restraint that checked subway pilan- 
ning at the’point where Getatied designs and 
specificas were abowt to be undertaken. 
With every obstacle swept away, that work 
now may be begun. 

The Supreme court sustained decisions of 
Judge George A. Carpenter of the Circuit 
court that the city has the right to bulld 
subways and to use the traction fund, amount- 
ing now to nearby $4,500,000, for that purpose. 
Subway planning was siackened because of 
this Htigation; but now it is believed that no 
similar obetructionist tactics (wil) avail to 
check advance to effective and final accom- 
plish ment. 


Wo Time to Be Lost. 


Mayor Busse and members of his cabinet 
said thet if the council finds iteelf abie to 

appropriate against the traction fund im- 
mediately after advice from the law depart- 
ment, no time will be lost In the drawing of 
definite plans and specitications, and that, 
even ff the fund is mot evallable until the 
passage of the annual appropriation bill next 
January, there is no reason for the postpon- 
ing of the formulation of a scheme for finano- 
ing the work with the fund as « starting 
point. 

Many of them believed thet the council 
should consider a plan along the lines laid 
down by Controller Wilson last spring—that 
of using the $6,000,000 that will be im the 
traction fund next spring and the §56,000,0u4 
that can be claimed from the traction com- 
panies for that purpose.

The feelings of men who can pay their 
taxes but will not pay them until the tax 
collector proceeds to levy on and cart 
away their goods and chattels should not 
be spared. It is only by some such public 
exposure of their shortcomings that they 
can be taught to be more prompt in the 
payment of future taxes.

The uneasiness of 
the laboring. classes and the little proprietors is 
certainly a cause of emigration, but is also 
undoubtedly an effect which daily is aggravated. 

“T am not expected to indicate a remedy. 
For me it is enough to affirm as a result of my 
studies my conviction that today in Basilicata 
and in some zones of Calabria and the Abruzzi © 
emigration constitutes a true disaster.”

SWAMPS. 


Fertile Alluvial Soil Awaits: 
Promoters as Rich Reward 
for Work. 


| BY F. H. GRISWOLD. 

California capital ie to be sent east as far 
ae Louisiana for the purpose of reclaiming 
800.000 acres of swamp land in Vermilion and 
Cameron parishes, and this fact is considered 
by some as indicating the growing independ- 
ence of the west in financial matters. 

“To the best of my knowledge this is the 
first time that money from Cajifornia has 
been sent east of the Rockies for reclamation 
purposes,” said BE. T. Perkins, engineer in 
charge of the Chicago office of the United 
States reclamation service, ‘‘ and it seems to 
me that the announcement has much signifi- 
cance of what we may expect in the future, 
for heretofore the flow of capital for reclame- 
tion work has. always been from the east to 
the west. 

“ Another unusua! feature of the new proj- 
ect is that it is being promoted by a firm of 
agricuitural engineers in San Francteco. The 
term ‘agricultural engineer’ is Known in 
Germany, but is rare in this country. En- 
gineering of this sort appeals to me with so 
much foree that I am resigning my position 
with the reclamation service in order to go 
into work similar to that undertaken by my 
friends in San Francisco. At some time not 
far distant my entire time will be devoted to 
planning construction and developing recla- 
mation projects. 


Former U. 8. Expert Interested. 


“The men behind this Louisiana proposi- 
tion are Thomas H. Means and Leslie W. 
Symmes. Mr. Means was with the depart- 
ment of agticulture fromi 1896 to 1004, and 
had charge of the sojl surveys. He was sent 
out as an explorer for the agricultural de- 
partment to, France, Algeria, Tunis, and 
Egypt. While on the north coast of Africa 
he received several offers from the English 
government, but declined them. He was 
also asked by Sir William Willcox, designer 
and builder of the Assuan barrage across 
the Nile, ta.accompany him to Mesopotamia 
to aid in the reclamation of that country 
and in the restoration of prehistoric irrige- 
tion projects, which were far greater than 
any known in modern times. 

“Later Mr. Means was engineer of solls

of the United States reclamation service, ‘ 


and then had charge of the Truckee-Carson 
irrigation project. He resigned from the 
government service last May and has put 
in most of his time since then looking over 
possible projects. Mr. Symmes is a gradu- 
ate of the University of California and has 


had experience in agricultural development.” 


The overflowed portion of Louisiana seems 
destined to become a noted agricultural dis- 
trict, as plans now on foot will involve the 
drainage of enormous areas and will bring 
to notice a region that suggests Holland, 
with the exception that the soil in the re- 
claimed area is much richer than any to 
be found under or near the Zudyer Zee. 
Several million dollars are to be spent in the 
drainage of these lands during the next few 
years, and the land will be worth four or 
five times the cost of the reclamation work. 


New Orleans Man Pioneer. 


The initiative in this movement was taken 
by Edward Wisner of New Orleans, who 
bought practically all of the submerged 
lands near the mouth of the Mississippi 
river before the feasibility of drainage was 
generally understood. Since Mr. Wisner has 
shown what can pe done a number of projects 
have been undertaken. 

Pight years ago the tract that is about to 
be drained was sold for 12% cents an acre, 
and it is sald that Messrs. Symmes and 
Means obtained their option at about $1 an 
acre. This is not surprising to those who 
are familiar with conditions in the south, 
for, in spite of the favorable climate and 
good soil, even the best farming land is 
cheap compared with prices farther north. 
With well broken farm land so cheap, the 
southerners heretofore have considered 
tracta whére reclamation work has been 
necessary to be practically worthless. 

The value. of the rich swamp soll is now 
understood, but when Mr. Wisner began his 
reclamation work the financial and ail other 
interests of New Orleans were arrayed 
against him. Witb the present tendency of 
immigration to swing toward the warmer 
parts of the country It seems reasonably cer- 
tain that there will be @ readjustment of 
southern farm values, 

The views of Mr. Means regarding the 
feasibility of the present project represent, 
in reality, a consengue of opinion, as several 
of his friends, among them some engineers 
of high standing, looked over the ground 
with him before a decision wae reached. 


Discusses the Opportunities, 


With regard to the opportunities to be 
found in the southern swamp districts, Mr. 
Means says: 

“ Considering the fertility of sew lands 
and the excellent climate of southern Louisi- 
ana for crop growth, there is no part of the 
United States that offers better opportu, 
nities in the way of swamp reclamation. 
There are still a few tracts that can be pur- 
chased at reasonable prices, where the recla- 
mation work will not be attended with un- 
usual difficulties. The dem for ft 
agricultural land in the United States is 
etrong that there is good profit in the recia- 
mation of the swamp lands of Louisiana. 

“The swamp lands of Louisiana are of 
two kinds; timber swamp and prairie. The. 
timber swamp is cov with a wth of 
cypress, gum, and many other of tree 
and buss, while the prairie is treeless, but 
supports water loving grasses and plants. 
The swampy condition of these lands is due 
to two causes, either the overflow of the 
streams or because, on account of poor 
drainage, the heavy rainfalls are unable to 
flow * ‘The reclamation of these re- 
quires the building of drains to carry off the 
excess rainfall, the buflding of levees to 
out the foods and the installation of 
to lift the water where the land lies : 
the level of the channel. The reclamation of

June 20.—{Special.j--The 
condition of the Kansas wheat Is 76 per cent 
of a full crop, according to the June crop 
report issued by F. D. Coburn, secretary of 
the board of agriculture. This condition ap- 
plies to the entire state and on an acreage of 
4,500,000. About %,000,000 acres of Winter 
wheat was plowed up in the spring. 

The condition on the whole is the same for 
June as for April, but the reports show that 
many counties reporting poor wheet three 
months ago indicate good crops now and oth- 
er counties reporting good conditions in Aprij 
will not produce much wheat.
